Losing control of his ne-w runabout, Dr. AVeston H. Rice, one of 


Oakland's best known physicians and surgeons, was almost instant- 
ly killed and Fred C. Wells, receiving; teller of the Central National 
Bank, who was with him in the machine, sustained an ugly fracture 
of the skull and internal' injuries from which there is little hope of 
recovery. The accident occurred this morning about 1:30 at Fortieth 
street and San Pablo avenue, where Rice's auto ran into the rear 
end of the last car of a westbound Key Route train as it was cross- 
ing the avenue. It was the last train of the daily service schedule 
and was en route to the car sheds to "turn in." 


Dr. Rice, and Wells, were both natives of Vermont and had known 


each other since childhood.. They .we're inseparable companions and 
for several years had spent '.most of their leisure hours together. Last 
night they \vent to Berkeley in Dr. Race's machine to visit friends 
and later started home, Dr. Rice stopping en route to make a pro- 
fessional call. 
Goes At -High -Speed 


1 The route back to Oakland was along San Pablo avenue, and al- 


t-hough nobody has been found thus far who saw them approach the 
Fortieth-street Key Route, crossing, the nature of the accident and 
the dilapidated condition of the automobile indicate that Dr. Rice 
was sending his machine along at a very high rate of speed when it 
hit the train. It is evident that the train appeared at the crossing 
\vhen the machine was within at least fifty feet of Fortieth street. 


Dr. Rice, who was at the wheel, shut off the power and applied 


the brakes, but the momentum of the auto was so great that it con- 
tinued upon its forward plunge. .The trainmen felt the jar and 
heard the crash as the machine struck the last car, and bringing 
t'lieir 'train to a stop they, ran back to the crossing. 
Hands Still on Wheel 


The front part of the automobile was a complete wreck and 


pitched forward to the pavement. With both hands firmly clasping 
the pilot wheel Dr. Rice, .head dangling and bleeding profusely from 
the mouth, inclined forward at a sitting posture. Beside him, with 
his body half out of the machine and his head hanging amid ,the 
wreckage, lay Wells.- While one of the train crew ran to the near-^ 
est telephone to summon the. police ambulance the others lifted Rice 
out of -the machine 'and extricated. Wells. 
Both victims were found'

Dr. Rice's neck was broken. The only indication he showed of life 
at the Receiving Hospital were four gasps he gave as breathing 
ceased. 
Turn Attention to Wells 


When the surgeons saw at a glance that there was* nothing to do 


for their dead colleague they turned their-attention to-Wells.-He was 
unconscious and an examination showed that the skull-was fractured 
and the victim was seriously injured internally- It is believed that 
bis head came in contact with the car as the machine struck the 
irain, thus causing the fracture. Temporary .treatment was given 
to Wells and he was put- to bed to remain until about 8:30 o'clock, 
when he was removed, to Providence Hospital for an operation to 
determine the extent of his injuries. .While there is a chance for his 
recovery, the probability of his 'death at any hour is present. 


Wells has resided in Oakland for several years,, but all of his im- 


mediate family and relatives live in Vermont and other Eastern 
States. He is unmarried, about 32 years old and resides at the 
Athens Hotel.

It was reported at the.Providence Hospital at noon that prepara- 


tions for an operation on Fred C. Wells were being made ancj that 
it would lake place some time this afternoon'as soon as the patient 
had rallied sufficiently to undergo the ordeal. It will be performed 
by Drs. Kane and Porter. According to the physicians, there ha 
been no" change in the condition of the patient since he was received 
a t the hospital.

He started a private practice 
and was later appointed assistant resident surgeon-for the .Southern 
Pacific Company and later, on the death of Dr.; James Dunn, he suc- 
ceeded that physician as assistant surgeon at the. Receiving Hospi- 
tal. 
He was a member of the Free and Accepted Order of. Masons. 


Dr. Rice's residence was at 526 Twenty-fifth street. He was a wid- 
ower, and is survived by a 2-year-old son, Western. H. Rice Jr. 


According to the police the-train crew was in no way to blame 


for the accident in which Dr. Rice met his death. J. M. McDonald 
of 1016 Forty-fifth street, motorman of-the train, and A. SchoefEvof 
1692 Malvih street, the conductor, state that the automobile ran into 
the train at right angles.

use of the Hetch-Hetchy 
valley

reservoir site. This work was to be done 
in connection with the cities ol Berkeley 
and Alamedai 
I desire, to resign from 
this position and trust that you will ac- 
cept the resignation. 
"On Ivlay 11, 1908, James R. Garfield, 


then Secretary of the Interior, granted 
to the city and county of San Francisco 
and any other cities, which may, with 
the approval of the municipal authori- 
ties. Join with "said "city and county of 
San " Francisco in obtaining a common 
water supply, the right to use the Hetch- 
Hetchy'valley and also Lake Eleanor in 
the. l"osemite National Park. On Febru- 
ary 25. 1910, R. A. Ballinger, then Sec- 
retary of the Interior, directed the city 
and county o! San Francisco to ahovr 
cause on the first of Hay, 1910, why the 
Hetch-Hetchy valley and -reservoir site 
should not ba eliminated from said per- 
mit."The hearing was later postponed to 
May 25, 1910, and at that time the Sec- 
retary of the Interior extended the time 
to June 1, 1911, for San Francisco to 
show cause- why the permit should not 
be revoked. 
The present Secretary of 
the Interior, 
Mr. Fisher, has extended 
this time until December 1, 1911. 
One I 
of the clauses of the order of Secretary i 
Ballinger reads .as follows: 'In granting' 
said postponement and continuance it IB 
understood that said city and county of 
San Francisco will' at once proceed, at 
its own expense and with due diligence, 
to secure and

data upon which to make the determina- 
tion aforesaid.' 
The Advisory Board oC

The company claims that this will 


cause a reduction of 6 per cent In the 
profits of the company- from private 
consumers. 


The city recently entered ; into a 


contract-with the compa.ny for street 
lights at the rate of $4.50 a month 
per arc light on the moonlight sched- 
ule and $6 for all night service.

The Peoples Water Company did 


not give notice to the. council today 
that it intended to begin a suit for 
the restoration of the old minimum 
rate of $1.50. which was reduced-last 
week to $1.25.

The Change In the Municipal System. 


The old order passeth. -Last night the system under which Oak- 


land has been governed since 1889 went out.of existence, to be suc- 
ceeded by a new system framed- on principles, directly contrary to 
those which guided the charter makers of 1889. The charter which 
•we have just discarded was framed with the idea of completely sep- 
arating executive and legislative functions. The theory was that 
the men who-levy'the taxes and legislate for public expenditures 
should not handle the money or control-the work which they autho- 
rized. Responsibility was thus divided amd powers so distributed as 
to make each department .of governmentia check upon the others. 


In the new charter this theory has been completely reversed. 


All legislative and executive powers are combined and centered in 
a single body of five members, having a wide latitude of discretion 
in the exercise of their powers and functions. These men pass the 
ordinances and enforce them; levy the taxes and spend the money ;• 
ziuth'orizc all public enterprises and have the work done under their 
immediate supervision; they appoint the law officer! of the city and 
are not restrained by a tax limit in the charter. 'Each member is. the 
head of an executive department. 
, 
. 
. 


Thus we have gone from one extreme to another—from a 'sys- 


tem of divided powers and tax limitation to a system of concentrated 
powers and no limitation on.taxation. 


How it will work remains to,be seen. In the hands of upright, 


capable and industrious men .the commission system can be made 
far more efficient than the form of government it has-succeeded. In 
the hands of incompetent, weak and incapable, or corrupt men it can 
be made the worst, most extravagant and ineffective, system ever 'de- 
vised. The issue depends upon the quality of the service, the char- 
acter of the men elected to perform it. The personal equation in 
office is now far more important than it has ever been. Zeal for the 
public1 welfare, business ability and integrity are now indispensable 
requisites in the heads of government, for we have put all our eggs 
in one basket, discharged the watchman and thrown away the key 


All the-old methods of protecting the public interests from in- 


competents and crooks in office have been cast aside and the recal 
made the sole1'recourse.of-the electorate against .unsatisfactory per- 
formance of public duty. 
We regard, the recall in any form as a 


doubtful remedy, to be sparingly invoked, but .the adoption, of. the 
system of government about to be installed made it a practica 
necessity. 
No other checks on a concentrated—authority -having 


been provided-it-was necessary to place in the hands of the electo- 
rate some means', of remedying abuses of an acute description. 


With flowers and felicitations .the City. Council closed, .their 


labors and retired from office with the passing of the old charter. 
The occasion was quite cheery, though-perhaps -i-f-some of the masks 
had been removed thesfaces beneath would have been anything but 


Some of the Councilmen have earned the thanks and'gratitude 


of the community and deserve to be carried in public remembrance 
as men who have done their duty—not always under agreeable cir- 
cumstances—and more than earned their salt. Others will pass into 
private life without a sigh of regret on the part of the public. If they 
have not done ill, they have merely followed the lead .of others in 
doing- good, have served in offices they did not fill, have drifted in 
the wake of stronger and more energetic m'en instead of striving 
with diligence and enthusiasm to promote the public welfare. 


Nevertheless the retiring Council, as a body, are to be credited 


with much that is worthy of praise. The record they have left be- 
hind contains much to commend and admire. Taken as a whole, 
they have given the municipality valuable service and have done 
much that will in future contribute to the growth and adornment 
of the city. 


Individually they average well, although of varying capacity 


and intelligence, and each will'have a title to honor because-.of the 
record made by the body of which he was a member—all but one. 
There is an exception which should be noted -when the bouquets 
and commendations are passed around. The Twelve Apostles are 
riot to be named without the'exception. Judas was one of the Twelve, 
but not of them in spirit or purpose. 
. 
. 


The Council also had its Judas, who passes into the obscurity 


for which he is so well fitted without claim to honor or respect, and 
followed by the popular contempt he earned by a systematic course 
of hypocrisy, dissembling, treachery and obstruction. Judas was the 
most profuse of all the Disciples in professing devotion to the 
bavior. So Albert H. Elliot was the most profuse in professing de- 
votion to the public welfare. But he tried to betray the city to San 
I-'raucisco and employed all his large powers of clamor and small 
powers of intellect to obstruct, the plans to improve Oakland's 
waterfront and provide rapid transit facilities on this side of the bay. 
He failed, but like every other foiled and exposed conspirator,, his 
failure has merely increased the measure of public derision that'he 
receives. Contempt is the just wage of the.hypocrite and the traitor. 
In this instance, the payment is full, with an allowance, as is proper, 
for overtime. 


Gentlemen of the Council, you have done well—all but the ex- 


ception. You are to be congratulated on the good opinion you (have 
earned and receive from your fellow citizens—all but the exception. 
I-or him there is only dishonor, contempt and oblivion. Let him re- 
tire to his hole and reflect on the rewards he has won and console 
himself with the thought that he has not been underpaid in te dis- 
credit he has achieved.

The birth rate last 


year had declined to 19.7 per thousand, 
but the still further decline in the death 
rate to 17.9 per thousand left a margin

habitants.

nHhimjfh to a consiclor.'tblu extent tho ad- 
ministration of tho past has been con- 
tinued by the voice oi' the people for the 
future1, so many and so different are the 
now forms ol' organization and of procod- 
ure that it may be said that tho old or- 
der ha.s passed away ,'iml that a new or- 
der lias h'.-i-n established. 
What I have 


to say to you now i.s thcrei'To In the na- 
ture of a farewell address. 


Tho present administration has contin- 


ued for a. period of. upwards ot six years. 
They have been eventful years in tho his- 
tory of tho city, and it scorns but fitting, 
in these farewell words, to call attention 
to what has been done. 
I wish first of 


all, to thank you, gentlemen of the City 
Council, and, with you, tho other loyal 
und earnest servants of tho public in the 
various departments 'of the city govern- 
ment whu havo labored conjointly with 
me for tho pood of our municipality,'for 
unselfish, 'wi.so and 
excellent contribu- 


tions to tho results I am able .to detail to 
you, 
and to add the most hearty congrat- 


ulations of myself and of the citizens at 
large upon the splendor and the greatness 
Df those results. 


THE PROGRESS MADE. 


It Is true that we cannot exactly hoast 


that wo "found the city wood, and leave 
it marble," but tho retrospect at least 
shows that in all that makes for the com- 
fort, tVie prosperity, and, to a largo de- 
gree, for the beauty of tho city, to say 
nothing of the development in mere size, 
v.'o have 
progressed from tho state of 


the chrysolis to that of tho butterfly. We 
havo advanced in a manner to elicit the 
wonder, the pra.isc, the applause of every 
well informed member ot the community 
no less than like recognition by stran- 
gers. Oo where you wll!, tho evidences of 
k'rov.-th and improvement are manifest. 


The progress has been .so continuous 


and there havo always been, as thero will 
ever be. HO inany other things that might 
be done that but for a deliberate recol- 
lection of what actually was when we.be- 
gan, much of what has been accomplished 
might ho Ignored or accepted, as that 
which always was. 
Kvcn you yourselves, 


gentlemen, may have forgotten many of 
tho steps you havo taken, busied as you 
have been with new problems on tho mo- 
ment of solution of old ones, and, for this 
reason alone, am I justified In this re- 
freshing of your rnlnds with some state- 
ment of tho successes of tho time. 


PHYSICAL ASPECT OF CITY. 


I will not long1 delay to remind you of 


the remarkable change In the physical as- 
pect of the city through the erection of 
FO many fine modern structures along 
our business streets, for these, you may 
say, are, tho products of private enter- 
prise and capital, arid but an incident in 
tho geiierM expansion illustrated in the 
building operations 
chronicled 
by the 


lioard of Public Works whence permits 
were issued. 
And yet, if not the direct 


result of our own action as a city govern- 
ment, it Is certain that but for the sound 
policy of the city government during the 
time of their erection, few, If any, of the 
great 
buildings of which we are 
now 


proud would have arisen. 


But, 
at least it is duo to the direct'and 


unceasing- efforts 
of ' tho administration 


of which you have been a part, that the 
territory of the city has been so greatly 
extended. "Let rne remind you that a sen- 
timent distinctly averse 
to annexation 


had to bo encountered at first, and one 
more or less soundly based on, past inertia 
Knd discordance in tho city at large and 
in Its government. 
But, "that sentiment 


was reversed, and in consequence, there 
was added on our eastern and northern' 
border a territory of :it;tj square miles,.- 
embracing some 
200 or more miles of 


streets laid out, almost doubling our area. 


THE ANNEXED DISTRICT. 


A territory then partially filled, 
and 


now rapidly increasing with the most de- 
sirable populations, one- of a class of 
moderate means, a rlass of vags earners 
owning the modest homes in which they 
dwell.

State, there has been added a territory 
of a different character, but no less Im- 
portant as regards the future welfare of 
tin; city. It was uninhabited, hut it com- 
prised the whole extent of our water- 
front on the bay, and its acquirement car- 
ried the control of the city government 
across a wide extent of subniorged lands 
and navigable wnters. which,-to that time. 
had been under no municipal oversight 
even to the very li:nKs of the Oily of 
San 
Francisco. 
Thus, 
for purpose of 


police superintendence and for taxation 
•in development. . the city wcs phico,.! in 


possession of an extensive district at its 
very doors. Future immense, development 
of wharves and docks and piers in this 
region, will therefore "be removed from 
tile plans of doubtfulness and controversy 
as to municipal jurisdiction, and made 
directly tributary to the City of Oakland. 


These

would, of themselves alone, havo been 
sufficiently distinguishing features of. our 
labors for years to come, 


CHANGE OF SENTIMENT. 


I have referred to a change of senti- 


ment effected in one- of these ca.scs. Such 
a happy revulsion of feeling and. of judg- 
ment is even more plainly exhibited in'tho 
voting of 
bonds 
for 
public purposes. 


Shortly before tho present administration, 
there existed a spirit hostile to bonding, 
except possibly for school purposes, and 
bonds proposed for tho acciuire'ment of 
park lands were defeated. . But during the 
period of the administration, the citizens 
havo voted J280.000 for schools;. 5588,500 
for sovrecs; $992,000 for parks; $2,503,000 
for tho development of tho waterfront; 
$30,000 for a suitable building for tho Po- 
lice and Fire Alarm Telegraph system, 
and $1,150,000 for a .7nagnlficent city hall. 
Total, $3,733,000. 
Items of $92,000. $102,- 


000. 
5134,000 and $148,000 for sewers.in the 


annexed districts, and more recently still, 
52,493,000 for additional school use's and 
$500,000 for a Municipal Auditorium; a 
grand total for six years of ?S,587,400. 


The confidence of the people in this 


regard ha.s not been misplaced. The pub-, 
lie uses for which the bonding was ef- 
fected have been carried out, or are in 
active process of accomplishment by the 
application of tile funds in a careful man- 
ner solely to the designated objects, so 
that the city is realizing dollar for dollar 
in the benefit intended. The result is a 
visible improvement of the city on the 
lines projected.

portant avenues that were but stretches 
of deep mud during the season of rains

smooth hardness and cleanliness, while In 
those districts less traveled a firm and 
..Joyel macadam 
has been extended for ' 


mile upon mile. Piedmont avenue, Broad1- 
way, East Fourteenth, Market, "Webster, 
Harrison, Alice, lower Clay and especial- 
ly San Pablo avenue and many of the 
Intersecting streets, a large proportion of 
which were all but impassable at times, 
have shared this Immense Improvement.- 


It is this which has conduced so largely 


to the erection of high grade buildings on, 
the main thoroughfares and the sowing: 
broadcast of so great a number of private • 
dwellings of every grade from the man- 
sion to tho bungalow. The heaviest traf- 
fic has been cared for in basalt on con- 
crete, less heavy by vitrified brick, light- 
er by asphalt and the lightest, that of 
residence and boulevard districts, by high 
grade macadam." 
Much of this has been 


the oil macadam, which from Its ready 
drying in winter and absence of dust in 
summer, and because it does not scour 
and form ridges, has reduced cost from 
wear and from lessening of sprinkling.

The life of those 
lamps has nearly doubled the 
maltaf's 


guarantee, resulting in a saving for the 
city, not only In current consumption, 
but In lamp renewals.

lampa 


placed 100 or 150 feet apart give far more 
satisfactory results than the arc-'lamps 
at twice that distance. 


Arc lamps must be suspended at such 


height as to be interfered with by the 
foliage1 of the trees, so much to be de- 
sired along the streets, but the .riew 
lamps arc low and diffuse the light where 
It is must needed by pedestrians and oth- 
er pasenjjers. 


The department is equipped with a 


standard 
photometer 
and 
calorimeter 


with which to test tho light and heat- 
giving "qualities of the gas furnished to 
the city by our local company..- Tests are 
made at least once a week and oftener if 
the results seem to demand it. By this 
method, the administration sees to it that 
the citizen sets a fair eitiallty.of gas for 
the rate that ia paid. It is to the credit 
of our local company that Jt is very sel- 
dom necessary to call their attention to 
the quality of the product they are de- 
livering. 


HIGH. POWER CURRENTS. 


Only a few years ago, electric 'compa- 


nies carried their high • potential lines 
through the center of the city, a menace 
to life and property. 
Also a common, 


method of distribution for house light-' 
ing was the 220-440 volt 3-wire system, 
a voltage not only dangerous to tho per- 
son of tlie householder, but also a con- 
stant fire menace while it also prevented 
the public from taking advantage of the 
improvements in lam,is. OThrough the ef- 
forts of the administration,-, some .of the. 
high potential lines were removed frpm 
the center of the city and an agreement 
reached with the 
operating- companies 


that they would no longer operate their 
lines within the city limits at a voltage 
beyond somo 13,000, which Is considered 
safe with the present methods of. con- 
struction. 
The house voltage also has 


been changed from 220 to 110 wherever 
it is asked for, thereby fJloiving the cit- 
izen to ule the more efficient lamps at a 
saving to them of from 10 to 15 per cent. 


Thus it will be seen that the lighting 


of the city lias improved in "a remarkable 
degree in efficiency, and in relative cost, 
and that the private consumer of gas and 
electricity hag 
been 
benefited by im- 


provement in Quality and by lowering of 
cost.

The extent of territory to be patrolled* 


by the police force of the city is. truly 
metropolitan and the character of our 
population and of''business is much ,so 
also. As yet the size of the department 
Is by no means metropolitan, but as com-

tho use of the chief, and later a new one, 
and the old one was transferred to the 
Melroso station.

of . the most useful expedients 


adopted by the department is that of the 
red flash light frpm various conspicuous 
points, by means of which patrolmen at

ADOPTION OF THE MEW 
CHARTER 


NDER tlie provisions of the state law Tvlilch allow Init a scanty 
ninety days for the purpose you prepared tlie .way for the 
formulation of ia new charter for tlio city. There was in tlie 
air a spirit of i radical change of methods of municipal gov- 
ernment arising largely from certain delects and shortcom- 
ings of former i methods. 
3Vot ;that tliese fanlts were so very 


manifest In our own case for those best acquainted with its workings 
' realize that although out jrovm in some particulars our present charter 
with the amendments so newhat recently incorporated in it and others 
that might bo suggested: ivould serve Tery well for somo time to come. 
But while amendment was necessary It seemed better to start anew in 
order to secure the most advanced form possible in the changes to'bo 
made.Tliis is not the occasion on which to point out the special features 
of the new organic law, but It may be sa.id in general that an effort has 
been made by it to secure the jnost stable, the most economical ,pro- 
-ccdHre and the most perfect and ready expression olf the will of the 
people who are, according to the spirit of American Institutions, their 
own governors. 
. 


I refer to this now in order to recall that the now charter and Its 


most wholesome and most desirable features have become possible be- 
cause of the earnest wisii and the earnest effort of yourselves and of the 
entire city administration to secure the best possible protection to the 
Interests of the city as a whole and to those of every individual citizen.

WORK- OF AUDITOR. 


The Immense increase ;ln the volume 


of business and in 'the multitude of de- 
tail transacted for the city during the 
period has made the duties of the auditor 


feet wide at the top and 43'/2 feetjiigh. 
Warehouses, railroad tracks and hoisting 
apparatus, all of a modern type, aro to 
bo provided for tha speedy hauling of 
freight, between ship and rail or wagon 
or what is known as the Key Route 
Baslrr.

THE

genitives of the race, both mentally 
and physically, leave the perpetuation 
of the race to tse poorer classes, who 
are not so well equipped to bear tha 
strain and expense of child raising. 


"The 
better classes of Americas, 


women—thpse who by nature are best 
fitted to perpetuate the human race—• 
shirk their responsibilities in this di- 
rection to such an extent at. the pres- 
ent day. that eventually, unless tha 
condition- ba remedied, it will mean 
the extinction of this most desirabio 
class of womanhood. 


"Of course, tha abused use of a cor- 


set often causes physical breakdown. 
A woman may become absolutely mis- 
shapen through lacing her corset too 
tight. To a certain extent, women ara 
getting better in this respect—that is, 
they are learning. 


"Physically, the American woman 


of the better class is becoming more 
perfect every year. 
This does not 


alter the fact that she shirks the one 
responsibility which, above all, is her 
fundamental excuse for existence." 


"To remedy this race suicide I sug- 


gest that children be taught In the 
schools that ignorance is JS'OT in- 
nocence. They should be taught'from 
early childhood that the greatest mis- 
sion they can fulfill is the bearing of 
children., Not only in the schools 
should this be taught, but in the pul- 
pits and by physicians before the girl

heater in order that there

more hot water for his wife when'he had 
finished. She sat In the next room read- 
ing. 


Suddenly ho felt a dizziness and called 


out to Mrs. Brice, 
She responded and 


on entering 'the bathroom was overcome 
with poisonous fumes 
that 
had 
been 


generated With the combustion. As she 
fell Brice (rained sufficient strength to 
lift her and carry her to the bedroom, 
when he too lost his senses. 


SAVED TWO LIVES. 


•Hearing the strange noises and becom- 


ing alarmed. Covington called out, but 
receiving no response forced the door, 
with the result that his prompt assist- 
ance undoubtedly saved tho lives of tho 
couple. 
I-Io called his wife and they 


both applied first -aid methods. 


Tho accident is attributed 
to fumes 


which had been generated in the small 
room. 
They lacked tho odor of gas and 


were not noticed by either Brice or his 
wlfo unUI they were- both nearly over- 
powered. Tho exertion of both In moving 
about was all that probably brought aid, 
as it Is believed they would have perished 
5n their positions within a'few moments. 
On entering tho room Covington did not 
detect an odor of gas and at first was 
at a loss to know what had caused tho 
accident.

companied by her daughter, Miss Frances 
Rulofson, who has long been a constant 
companion, Mrs. Rulofson was amazed to 
find that the' outlines of buildings were 
faintly distinguished through her left eye. 


REGARDED AS MIRACLE. 


She hurried home, filled with Joy,, to tell 


her husband of the wonderful restoration, 
which she regarded as nothing less than 
a miracle. 
Arrangements were at once 


made for treatment of .the eye In San 
.Francisco, which Js expected to result In 
a complete recovery of the sight of that 
member. 


During the period of attendance 'by a 


specialist, Mrs. Rulofson has been 'visit- 
Ing at the home of Principal Ernest H. 
Mosher of the Emerson school, and Mrs. 
Mosher, of 1633 Cedar street, who are 
oldtime friends. 
A. C. Rulofson; a well 


known business man of San Francisco, 
whose permanent home is in this city, is
